A Rich Charch. 


(Col. Forney’s London Letter. | 


The salaries of twenty-cight prelates of 
the established church of England 
amount to £152,900 a year, or nearly 
eight hundred thousand dollars; but to 
this you must add £38,000 for as many 
deans. The annual patronage attached 
to these twenty-eight@ioceses is valued at 
£901, 165. This patronage includes can- 
ons resident, archdeacons and other cler- 
ical snuggeries. The value of the real 
estate of the established church of Eng- 
land may be estimated from its revenue, 
which at its lowest rate is £7,000,000, or 
thirty-five mullion of dollars annually. 
The established church of Scotland 
(Presbyterian) owns 1,250 churches, ed- 
ucates 140,000 scholars, and raises £140,- 
000 annually, for home and missionary 
purposes. Within twenty years 150 par- 
ish chapels, costing $500,000, have been 
endowed and erected.

One of the best of Wilkie Collins’ in- 
teresting stories is called ‘‘ No Name,” 
and incidental to the unfolding of its nar- 
rative occurs mention of the city of New 
Orleans, from whence one of the: chief 
characters in the story receives a myste- 
rious letter., ‘No Name” is purely a 
work of fiction, and it istold in Collins’ 
own magnetic style, so that it commands 
the earnest attention of even the most 
critical of readers. |. 

Curiously enough, inthis late day, that 
fiction, has come to find in the same New 
Orleans a prototype of truth—a realistic 
episode which might well have served for 
the ground-work of Collins’ remarkable 
narrative, 

The facts of the case, which were pre- 
sented to the writer but thirty-six hours 
ago, will be here briefly given: 

Up to within a year ago there resided 
in the city, well known in fashionable 
circles, a, middle aged gentleman—a 
wealthy retired merchant—and a charm- 
ing young lady, who was known before 
the road és his daughter. The gentle- 
man was left ua widower early in life, and 
thereafter devoted himself to the society 
of his daughter, who, deeply aflectionate 
toward her father, lavished her care, so- 
licitude and love upon him, even to the 
exclusion of a free participation in the 
fashionable pleasures of life, which were 
bountifully at hercommand.

As already stated, there are many law- 
less desperate men in Alabama. It is a 
mistake to: suppose, however, that all 
these men have a white skin, or that the 
Caucasian has nothing to fear from the 
negro. Maty persons all over the coun- 
try entertain the belief that the blacks of 
the south are inoffensive, simple-minded 
creatures, halfa dozen of whom can be 
cowed into subjection and fear by one 
white man. This is, to a great extent 
true of the negroes of Arkansas an 
Louisiana, and, in a lesser degree, of 
those who live in South Carolina. In 
Alabama, however, from one cause or 
another, the colored people are, as 8 class, 
more ignorant, immoral, and _ supersti- 
tious,and at the same time more self-willed 
and brutal, than those of any of the other 
states. Mr. *‘Reign-of-Terror” Hays who 
is a native anda life-long resident of Ala., 
can not fail to be uware of this fact. Yet 
he has never made it public, probably be- 
cause it would hot have “‘a good politi- 
cal effect.” Notwithstanding his action 
in the matter, the statement is undoubted- 
ly true. If proof is needed, it can be 
found in the Montgomery jail, where 
there are at present on less than eleven 
negroes confined for murders committed 
quite recently. Many of these crimes 
were of a most horrible character, and 
most of the —culprits have admitted their 
guilt. There is one old black man here, 
white bristling hair, who makes no se- 
cret of the fact that for little or no provo- 
cation he stepped up behind a fellow- 
workinan, and, without a word of warn- 
ing, blew his head off with a three-ounce 
load of buckshot. Several of the other 
murders were ot an equally brutal char- 


man, was killed by a black desperado 
named Tom Johnson. It seems that 
Ware had lent the murderer twenty-five 
cents some two months ago, and had not 
seen him again until the day of the kill- 
ing, when he politely asked him if he 
would not pay him the money he had 
borrowed.

- | This canon is lengthy, and perhaps rather 


dry reading for those not specially inter- 
ested. Let asummary of it suffice. It 

is comprehensive, whatever else may be 

said of it. It declares that in all ques- 

tions concerning ritual observances 

the bishop of the diocese shall be the 
judge, and his decision, the law, until it 

is reversed by the house of bishops, or 
by a commission appointed by them, 

Under this canon the bishop would be. 
come, what he is not effectually now, 

the spiritual governor of his diocese. 

The new canon also includes the fol- 
lowing prohibitions “‘in the administra- 
tion ofthe holy communion and other 
occasions of public worship:” the use of 
incense; the placing of a crucifix in any 
part of the church; the use of lights on 
or about the communion table except for 
illumination purposes; the elevation of 
the elements of the holy communion in 
such a manner as to expose them to the 
view of the people as objects toward 
which adoration to be made; 
the use of water, or bread other 
than the ordinary loaf, or the public 
washing of the handsof any minister, in 
the administration of the holy commun- 
ion; any actof adoration of or towards 
the elements of the holy communion, 
such as bowings, prostrations, crossings, 
genuflections,reverences,and all such like 
acts not authorized or allowed by the ru. 
bric of the book of common prayer; and 
the use of any clerical vestments other 
thanthe’surp'ice and black gown and 
bands and the Episcopal habit as hereto- 
fore in ordinary use. 

We need scarcely add that, if thi, 
canon becomes a part of the law of the 
Episcopal church, it will effectually steal 
Bishop Cumming’s thunder. Its whole 
tendencies are towards a vindication of 
the doctrine of areal spiritual presence 
in the holy clements, and not of a myste” 
rious actual physical presence. Whether 
it will drive some of the advanced ritual- 
ists to Rome or net is a question that time 
will quicklysettle,and all speculations are, 
therefore superfluous.

The convention of the American cheap 
transportation association, held at Wash- 
ington, in January last, adjourned to 
meet at Richmond, Va., at such time as 
the exccutive committee should elect, 
and after consultation, it has been de- 
cided to issue the call for a convention to 
assemble in Richmond, Juesday, the first 
day of December next. 
The rapid progress and development of 
our country during the past decade, has 
brought the question of cheap transpor- 
tation prominently to the front, and it is 
fast becoming the leading issue of the 
day. The producer, the manufacturer, 
the merchant and the consumer, are be- 
ginning to realize that steam and elec- 
tricity have inaugurated a new era in 
commerce—have changed our customs of 
life even—and that whatsoever may be 
said of the power and influence of any 
of the products of the soil, it is evident 
that is transportation which is now king. 
It levies the largest tax upon production; 
and in this country its revenues greatly 
exceed those of the government. How 
important, then, that our transportation 
system should be thoroughly understood 
and equitably adjusted. 
The bringing toget ser of trained minds 
from every section of our great country 
—of practical men from every depart- 
ment of commerce and agriculture—for 
the consideration of this great question, 
cannot but result in good; indeed the 
previous conventions which have been 
held, although considering the question 
in its preliminary stages, and necessarily 
in a crude and elementary manner, have 
inaugurated a work which in its educa- 
tional features alone is of inestimable 
value; for as yet, the public mind is quite 
unfamiliar with the subject, and there is 
need of all the light which can be thrown 
upon it.

__ AMUSEMENTS. 


In an art&le on the utilization of waste 
material, the Scientific American says: 
‘‘There are quite a number of patented 

rocesses for the utilization of waste 
ie wes which convert it into leather 
board, valuable for a variety of employ- 
ments. One way consistsin grinding the 
material to a meal-like powder, mixing it 
with gums and cements, and applyin 
steam. The compound is then knead 
and rolled into sheets. Another plan is 
to mix old leather,. hemp fiber, anc 
sheepskin cuttings,and boil with soda ash 
Sulphuric acid and coloring matte: 
are subsequently added, and the sub. 4 
stance, molded into sheets, forms a good 
quality of leather board. O6crting’s pro- 
cess makes a waterproof article, 
which is useful for making buckets and 
similar objects. It consists in dissolv. 
ing rubber in benzine, to which a quanti- 
ty of ammonia is afterward added. The 
leather in the form of pulp is next put 
in, and the whole worked into a plastic 
dough. Slaughter-house cutti are 
worked up into glue, rawhide whips, and 
small fancy articles in immense variety.

of about two atmospheres. The tannic 
acid in the leather, combined with 
salt, made tannate of soda, and the gela- 
tin rose to the top, whence it was re- 
moved and dried. From this last, with 
suitable flavoring material, the jelly was 
readily concocted. The shirt coffee, 
which we incidentally mentioned above, 
was sweetened with cuff and collar sugar, 
both coffee and sugar being produced in 
the same way. The linen (after, of 
course, washing) was treated with nitric 
acid, which, acting on the lignite con-
